For the lepers on the island of Culion, 
General Wood first sent a first-class small 
investigating committee, doctor, bacteriolo- 
gist and engineer; next he persuaded Miss 
Embrey, the dietitian of the Rockefeller 
Foundation in China, to go and work out a 
balanced ration that would build them up 
-physically. He has put on more boats, more 
doctors and nurses, and he plans better sani- 
tation and water supply, also a home for 
non leprous children. The treatment with 
chaulmoogra oil is being extended, so that 
more and more lepers have a chance to be 
cured. One of the big factors in leading 
General Wood to decline the post of Provost 
of the University of Pennsylvania and to de- 
cide to remain in the Philippines was an ap- 
peal from the leper colony.

The Other Point of View 

It is just as well to look at things from the 
j other point of view sometimes. The follow- 
ing extracts from a Jetter to the Church Times , 
giving the impressions of an Australian priest 
visiting England for the Anglo-Catholic Con- 
gress, will furnish food for thought: 

“It was delight to be at home again, and to 
have a beautful church to worship in every 
Sunday, but a good many changes that had 
taken place in Church life in my sbsence sad- 
dened me. One was the Romanizing of the 
services going on in many churches and eu 
phemistically described as the Western Use- 
Why so called I do not know, as there never, 
was a Western Use, and if the English Church 
is loyal to its own traditions and principles 
there will be. It seems to be a slavish and 
mechanical imitation of the Italian Use. The 
various ‘Uses’ of the English Church down 
to the Reformation period show that as a na- 
tional Church we preserved our own forms 
even while in dependence upon Rome. When, 
in the sixth century, Augustine desired to im- 
pose a Western (Roman) Use on the Church, 
he was restrained from doing so by the Pope 
himself. It is both strange and tragic that 
it has been left to English priests in the twen- 
tieth century to attempt that which the Pope 
regarded as against the best interests of a 
national Church 
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Welcome Foreigners 

The following of newly arrived immigrants 
is an important part of work among foreign- 
born Americans. Through the chaplains at 
ports of entry, especially Ellis Island, those 
who give their religious affiliation as that of 
the Episcopal Church are reported to parishes 
in their respective destinations. The possible 
benefit to the parish is suggested in a letter 


from a clergyman in the Diocese of Newark 
who writes : 

“Fine! Send me some more. I have got 
the whole family into the church. They put 
me in touch with another family just arrived 
man and wife and four children, and also an- 
other man with a family soon to come. Fif- 
teen people in one haul ! They are good sub- 
stantial material.” 


SURVEY OF PETER’S LIFE 

The life of Simon Peter is the story of a 
miracle. Science has taken running water 
and wire and glass and made of them the 
electric light. So an ordinary human being, 
a crude fishermen, impulsive and eager but 
easily discouraged, is transformed into the 
apostle. The Peter, ashamed to own his 
Friend on His day of trial, becomes the 
Peter preaching to multitudes, witnessing 
before kings, suffering imprisonment, flog- 
ging and finally crucifixion. What happen- 
ed to Peter was that mysterious reality, 
about which we know almost as little as we 
know of electricity, though both are so com- 
mon, the grace of our Lord Jesus Christ. 
That miracle happened on the Feast of Pen- 
tecost when the Divine spirit came down up- 
on the infant Church and bestowed upon it 
the power which has conquered the world. 

“When they saw the boldness of Peter 
(Acts, IV, 13) they marvelled.” Dr. Jowett 
says that hard igneous rock was once just 
mud, transformed by terrific fire. Christ 
called Peter when he was as unstable as mud 
and water, and making a pun upon the 
Greek word for Peter, which is the same as 
the word for rock, He cal lei him the rock 
upon which and other rocks chosen in like 
manner, He would build His church. And 
that Peter some day became, stronger than 
the powers of the world, transformed by the 
fires of the Spirit and the Divine Person he 
learned to love. 


The Pied Piper’s Sunday School 

For some years there has been at St. 
Luke’s Mission, Manila, a young man who 
has expressed a wish to enter the ministry. 
He would be willing to give up a good 
position with the Philippine National Bank 
if his training and maintenance could be 
attended to. The following letter from him 
appears in a recent Diocesan Chronicle of 
the Philippine Islands : 

My dear Father : 

1 am writing to you these few lines to let 
you know how 1 started my Church school 
yesterday afternoon. When'l opened the ser- 
vice, there were only seven small boys and 
three little girls present. Believing that this 
was a very poor attendance to begin a Sunday 
School, I invited my boys to go around the 
neighborhood to see whether "we could get 
some more boys. We march in procession 
along Benavidez, Magdalena and up to Azear- 
raga streets. In every house we went' in, we 
were welcomed and greeted. The parents 
were very willing to let their children to join 
us. Every small boys and girls whom we 
met and whose faces are familiar to us, joined 
the procession. As we marched along, one 
of the small boys was making a lot of noise 
by ringing a small bell to call the attention 
of some other boys. We spent about more 
than an hour in outdoor and so I did not have 
any more time to take them into the Church 
and get all their names. . I gave out about a 
hundred cards which represent that there 
were about one hundred in the crowd. 

I am planning to do the same thing every 
Sunday until they learn to come to Church 
without calling for them. I can start out ear- 
lier so that by five o’clock we will be all in the 
Church to begin our class. lean easily do 
this unless you think otherwise. I sincerely 
belive that by doing so, , I can increse the at- 
tendance of our Sunday School. 1 hope that 
not in a long distant future you will find that 
the benches, that you put in the Church are 
full of young people. 

This is a real missionary work, is it not, 
Father?
